WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(UP)—

| monetary measure came under fire on 

the senate floor, = 

Majority Leader Robinson, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, an early caller at the 
White House today, described the 
amendment as “obnoxious and imprac- 


ticable.” 

He told the United Press tonight 
he had enough votes to defeat that 
amehdment, but added: 

“I think 1 will agree to the two 
amendments which limit the life of 
the stabilization fund and the period 
during which the president can deral- 
uate the dollar.” 

- Vote Seen Today. 

The. majority leader predicted a 
' vote would be taken on the bill late 
tomorrow, despite the announced in- 
tention of several republicans to speak 
|at length on the measure. He also 
| forecast defeat of the amendment 
' which Senator Wheeler. «democrat, 
Montana, proposed to offer calling for 
| remonétization of silver. 

President Roosevelt's monetary pol- 
icies were attacked in both senate and 
| house today. . Representative McFad- 
'den, republican, Pennsylvania, who 
frequently tried to impeach former 
President Hoover, called Nr. Roose- 
velt “the high priest of repudiation 
and the apostle of paper money.” He 
said the gold bill attempts to destroy 
that part of the constitution which 
delegates coinage regulation to cong- 
ress, and added: 

“It is a fiscal fraud—one of. the 
greatest crimes ever perpetuated 
against the people.” 

Secretary of Treasury Morgenthau 
submitted amendments to the gold bill 
imposed by the senate banking com- 
mittee to President Roosevelt without 
recommendation. The president de- 
clined to comment on them until be 
had a chance to examine them care- 
fully. 


Fear Secrecy Loss. 

Administration leaders, however, 
feel that creation of a board to con- 
trol the stabilization fund would make 
it impossible to ‘keep its operations 
secret and are determined to seek its 
elimination from the measure. Speak- 
er of the House Rainey today said 
the amendments had “destroyed the 
usefulness” of the bill and predicted 
_the house, which passed the measure 
virtually as drawn by the treasury 
by a vote of 360 to 40, would not ac- 
cept the changes.

FOR END OF CWA 


Only $350,000,000 Asked 
for Civil Works; More 
If Found Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(P)— 
The administration today outlined a 
course which apparently would per- 
mit that hot potato, the civil works 
administration, to be laid down grad- 
ually and gently and yet at the same 
time avoid seorched fingers. 

President Roosevelt had a message to 
congress prepared which would request 
£$850,000,000. + Only $350,000,000 


would be earmarked for civil works, 
but the president could use some of 
the remaining $500,000,000 to carry 
on its work if it developed that pres- 
ent re-employment estimates were too 
optimistic. 

The announced intention of ending 
civil works by May 1 has caused prob- 
ably more protest from the country 
than any step the administration has 
contemplated. 

The organization, which carries 
4.000.000 on its pay rolls, was design- 
ed to be temporary. 

Politics and Graft. 

Complaints that polities and graft 
have entered civil works are being 
Jooked into with vigor, with every dis- 
position apparent to make it uncom- 
fortable for those guilty. Joseph B. 
Keenan, of the department of justice, 
Arranged a conference with civil works 
officials regarding a uniform system 
of handling reports of such irregulari- 
LIes, 

Although the president apparently 
sought to give assurance. that civil 
works would be continued to a limited 
extent if their cessation meant too 
much hardship, the White House was 
still optimistic that continuance might 
not he necessary. 

There was confidence, from all in- 
dications, that enough men would be 
added to other pay rolls to make the 
end of civil works a painless opera- 
tien.

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A DISCRIMINATING TAX. 


The urgent call by Secretary of 
Commerce Daniel G. Roper for the 
relief of real estate from the tax 
levies which, in his words, now 
constitute a ‘smothering burden,” 
again emphasizes the growing senti- 
ment throughout the country for 
the abolition of ad valorem taxes 
and the substitution of other types 
of taxation more equitable in their 
application. 

In an address in Philadelphia, 
Commissioner Roper declares that 
“there is something radically wrong 
when the owner of a modest home, 
acquired through years of sacrifice, 
is smothered under tax levies, while 
large investors in non-taxable se- 
curities go free of taxes.”’ 

This federal official points out 


that, largely as the result of the | 


injustice of the present system of 
ad valorem taxation, the past year 
witnessed the greatest amount of 
liquidation in the history of real 
estate and the slump of property 
yalues to unprecedented low levels. 

Real estate is the most heavily 
taxed of any type of American 
property, and the ad valorem tax 
puts a practically confiscatory bur- 
den both on urban homes and farms 
in the rural sections. 

Not only has this type of taxa- 


erty by thousands of Americans 
during the past few years, but the 
inability. of property owners to pay 


their taxes is largely responsible for | 
- the 


steady decline registered in 
governmental revenues. 

It is not surprising that under 
such unmistakable illustration of 
the unfairness and weakness as a 
revenue producer of the ad valorem 
tax system, the trend in every sec- 
tion of the country is towards other 
types of taxation. One after an- 
other various states have evolved 
other methods for raising revenue, 
most of them, as in the case 
IHinois particularly, securing greater 
returns than were anticipated ‘when 
the burden lifted from real 
estate. 

In Georgia, Governor Talmadge 
has already reduced the ad valorem 
tax by one-fifth, and has pledged 
his efforts to further reductions.

THE PHYSIOLOGY OF FAT. 

Every one knows that oil or fat is 
a better fuel than potato or white of 
egg. Combustion of a given weight, 
Say a gram (about one-third of a 
teaspoonful) of fat or oil yields ¥.4 
calories, as compared with 4 calories 
from a gram of starch or sugar and 
4 calories from a gram of egg white 
or protein, (as in cheese or lean 
meat). 

_ Oils or fats in food are first emulsi- 
fied. into chyle in the small intestine, 
The chyle.is absorbed by lacteals, car- 
ried to the (forgive me, old timers) 
receptaculum chylae and the great 
thoracic duct which pours it directly 
into the blood of the internal jugular 
vein in the neck. Thus it mixes with 
the blood in the veins and is carried 
straight to the heart, pumped through 
the lungs, back to the left side of the 
heart and thence sent through the 
whole circulation. 

For hours after a meal the blood 
stream contains chyle fat. A specimen 
of blood taken within eight hours 
after a meal may be centrifugalized 
and the fat will collect at the top in 
the form of cream—healthy blood 
containing perhaps one-half of one 
per cent fat. In many disease con- 
ditions, notably alcoholism, diabetes, 
tuberculosis and chronic nephritis, 
there is an excess of fat present in 
the blood. No one seems to know what 
Significance this may have. But never 
mind about that. Just remember that 
any oil or fat that can be digested and 
absorbed is conveyed through the 
route described, and as it circulates 
through the body in the blood the 
tissues or organs that can use it 
pick out what they want. Any that is 
not needed for fuel is laid away here 
and there as reserve. For instance 
the pad of subcutaneous fat that 
keeps us all nice and soft and warm 
and some of us smooth and round. 
Ghandi to the e,n,w,—in any _ pro- 
longed famine, fasting, starvation, the 
body gradually burns up all the 
stored fat, both that worn as a 
blanket pad under the skin, and that 
wrapped around muscles and packed 
around various organs, such as the 
kidneys. 

Returning to my little controversy 
with the anatomists and physiologists 
(how I love to return to such things), 
I may be betraying the dear old Alma 
Mater that turned me loose on the 
world as a doctor but candor compels 
me to say [ never came across a 
lymphatic vessel on my_ rambles 
through the human interior. More- 
over, I think even the standard anat- 
omy textbook description of such 
vessels is suspiciously vague. In short 
I venture the absurd conjecture— 
and I hope some scientific mentor 
will stop me if I’m wrong—that 
lymphatie vessels are like capillaries 
—imaginary. I am fairly confident 
that capillary blood vessels do not

style. 

Commissioner Austin H. McCor 
mick, heading an unscheduled in- 
spection tour of the prison, discov- 
ered drugs, carrier pigeons and spe- 
cial foods at the disposal of many 
inmates. 

Afterward he denounced conditions 
on the island as “the worst in the 
world.” 

MecCormick’s dramatic appearance 
created an uproar among the 
mates. They hurled missiles 
screamed—a milk bottle crashed at 
MacCormick's feet and other objects 
missed him by narrow margins—but 
systematic search was begun 
quieted down 

After uncovering what he termed 
evidence that the penitentiary was 
under the domination of a clique of 
“hig shot” gangsters, MacCormick 
relieved Warden Joseph A. McCann 
of his duties and placed Deputy 
Warden Daniel Feehan under ‘“mili- 
tary arrest. 

MacCormick, who was accompanied 
by four detectives, declared he found 
narcotics, hypodermics, knives, razors, 
iron pipes and a hatchet during his 
search of the prison, which was built 
to hold 1.368 inmates and now con- 
tains 1,658. 

In what he termed the “poli- 
ticians’ ward,’ MacCormick said he 
found a group of arrogant convicts 
whom he called the “toughest” in 
the prison, living in what almost 
amounted to luxury. These. included 
Joie Rao, former policy racketeer, 
and Ed Cleary, whose bed = was 
guarded by a police dog known as 
“Screw Hater.” “Screw” is convict 
slang for prison guard. 

In the room occupied by Cleary 
MacCormick said he found a pigeon 
cote housing 100 birds. Another cote, 
containing 200 homing and carrier 
pigeons, was found in a storeroom an- 
nex, 

Cleary and Rao were among the 92 
prisoners occupying the 
two hospital wards, 


dered all of them subjected to im-

MacCormick declared Rao “bossed” 
the prison with the aid of a “board 
of strategy” composed of Cleary, Bos- 
co Mazzio and Peter Kenny.

Johnson, accompanied by NRA'’s 
general couns¢l, Donald R. Richberg, 
conferred with Senator Nye, republic- 
an, North Dakota, at the capitol for 
two hours, after which Nye announced 
the recovery administration appeared 
willing to set up such a board, rather 
than one with senators on it, to serve 
as a liaison group between NRA and 
congress. 

Bitter words had been exchanged 
between Senators Nye and Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, and Johnson, over 
what the senators called the monopo- 
listic tendencies of NRA. 

But Nye said the conference today 
was “highly gratifying,” said Johnson, 
after a visit to the White House, 
agreed the question could be worked 
out without new legislation. He said 
the special board “plan was accepta- 
ble all around. 

In a formal statement, Nye said 
there was “every indication that the 
administrator is ready to reconsider 
my original proposal that there be 
created in NRA a special board of out- 
standing citizens to which the small 
manufacturers and businessmen may 
present their complaints as to the op- 
erations of the codes which have been 
adopted.”

Answer: 

When parents recognize a boy as 
being old enough to earn his liv- 
ing they should recognize him as 
being old enough to spend it—not 
on himself for foolisiiness, however. 
If the parents are very poor and de- 
pendent upon what the boy earns 
then they are certainly justified in 
charging him room and board to 
the amount his wages will warrant. 
But they should leave him enough 
to buy his clothes and other neces- 
saries, including some pocket change 
for pleasure. 

In this way the boy learns the 
mechanism of money, how to spend 
it. how to save it, how to share it. 
He has the independence that fs 
work should give him and at the 
same time his parents get the bene- 
fit of his industry. On the other 
hand, when they require him to 
pour his money into their laps, even 
though they furnish him clothes and 
keep, he naturally feels resentful 
and imposed upon.

There. is an old rule, which has 
been often reiterated in the play of 
the hand, that one should “always 
cover an honor with an honor.” This 
principle was first used at the whist 
table where a player's only knowledge 
of the cards in any hand was gained 
from inferences drawn from the play.

Cut in P. O., Treasury Funds 


Appropriations Commit- 
tee Sets Figure for De- 
partments at $820,693.,- 
270, a Decrease of $403,- 
623,327. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(#)— 
The house appropriations committee 
today recommended $820,693,270 for 


operating the treasury and postoffice 
departments during the next fiscal 
year, representing a $403,623,327 de- 
crease from the current allotment and 
a $6,683,830 cut in the budget esti- 
mates, 

The report, submitted to the house, 
also showed an increased in annual 
public debt service requirements of 
$185,429,629 in view of the increase 
of the public debt to $23,534,000,00U 
as of November 30, 1938. 

This brought the total annual debt 
service requirements to $1,350,087,850, 
including $525,738,850 for the sink- 
ing fund and $824,349,000 for in- 
terest. 

The treasury was allotted $149,842.,- 
33V0 for the fiscal year beginning July 
1 and the postoffice department $670,- 
850,940. 

Automotically Withdrawn. 

While the public debt and other 
permanent annual and indefinite ap- 
propriations amounting to 3$1,365,- 


494,000 are reported in the supply 


bill, the money is withdrawn for pay- |

ments automatically and 
does not pass on them. 

In reporting the _ bill, 
Arnold, democrat, Illinois, of the 
subcommittee in charge, said the 
group was “not inclined to make any 
increase in the present rate of expen- 
ditures until all investigations and 
studies of air mail conditions and 
practices hav been- completed.” 

The postoffice as well as a senate 
committee, he said, is inquiring into 
the air and ocean mail subsidy con- 
tracts.
